AN AMERICAN SQUADRON IN A

° THREE SLUEJACKETS DROWNED, 

Charleston (South Carolina), Feb. 8.— 
Adimiral Bunee’s blockade squadron reach- 
ed port to-day, after a disastrous voyage 
from Hampton Roads, Three men were 
lost overbuard frow tho battle-ship Afeine 
during the gale of Friday, one man was 
crushed to death on the cruiser Mayblehead, 
another was fatally injured and six others 
were a Jadly hurt ¢hat several may lose 
limbs. . : 

The details of the accident on the Mar- 
Ucherd are not obtainable, but it seems the 
éruiser made bad weather of the blew. 
To-night, as sho lies off the jetties, 
presents a dismantled appe 
furecastle is stove in and a port 
superstructure and two hatches aro carried 
away. Thesheavy seas that swept hor decks: 
also carried away her-scarchlight, lower 
port hoom, simashed dhe rails and swept 
overboard the lifeboats. Carpenter 'Shaw- 
berle was crushed:to death in the forecastle 
when it was wrecked by a monster ware, 
and Plumber Hickey bul’ his skull crashed 
by the wreckage and probably will div:
